II. Functions ' 

The functions of the Samiti will be to advise Ministry of 
Railways on matters relating to progressive use of Hindi for 
official purposes in accordance with the policy laid down by 
the Central Hindi Committee and Deoartment of Official 
Language. 
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in. Tenure 

The term of the Samitl will normally be three years from 
the date of its notification provided that :— 

(a) A member, who is a Member of Parliament, will 
cease to bo a member of the Sarniti as soon ;s he 
ceases to be the Member of Parliament. 

(b) The Members of Parliament who are members of 
the Samiti by virtue of their being Members of 
Committee of Parliament on Official Language, will 
cease to be the members of the Samitl as soon as 
they cease to be the members of Committee of Parlia¬ 
ment on Official Language, 

(c) Ex-officio members of the Samiti shall continue to be 
members as long as they hold office by virtue of 
which they are the members of the Samiti. 

(d) If a vacancy arises In the Samitl due to resignation, 
death etc. of a member, the member so appointed 
in that vacancy, shall hold office for the residual 
term of three years. 


V. Travelling and other allowances 

The non-official members will be given Daily Allowance 
for attending the meetings of the Samiti as per the guidelines 
in O. M. No. JI/20034/4/86-OL (Policy 2) date 22-01-1987 
of the Department of Official Language, Ministry of Home 
Adairs. For rail journeys connected with .authorised work and 
meetings of the Committee, First Class/Second AC Railway 
Passes will be issued.
